Dementia has become the big fear for many in the 21st Century. Already affecting 18 million people across
the world, the number is set to double over the next 25 years having a devastating effect on the lives of
carers as well as people with dementia themselves, and setting a major challenge for governments, health,
housing and care organisations throughout the world. 

As we learn more about the nature of dementia and its impact on people’s lives, significant changes are
happening in the way services are provided to assist people with dementia and help them and their carers to
have more control over their lives.

The museum's collections reflect the international importance of
Liverpool as a gateway to the world, including the city's role in the transatlantic slave trade and emigration.
